Infanta Eulalia and Party Arrive
at Washington,

RECEPTION IN NEW YORK.

The National and Royal Salufes Fired
in Honor of the Parly.

At Washin An I Throng af
FPeople Cheer the FPritcess as She
Alights from ths Train—A
Magnificont Heception.

New York, Mey 10,~Infanta BEulalia
official and personal repressntative of
Quoesn Hegent Christine of Spain ar-
rived at the port of Now York today snd
for the first time in moany years the
United States entertaing officislly » mem-
ber of onie of the royal reigniog families
of Burope. Soon aiter dawn this morp-
ing the Dalphin, preécedsd by the Spanish
war ship Infanta Isabel, steamed dowp
to the Hook and there found the Spunish
sl.alrrinr Relnn Maria Coristiana bearing
the distinguished guest lying at anchor.
Thelntanta isabel fired the royal salote.
aiter arrangement of  official detalls.
Then the vessels, handsotnely decorated
with flags and buoting, hoisted aochors
und  steanyed LB:OLha bay. As the starf
was mnade the Dolphin swung around in
the lead wnd the American and Spanish
national colors were thrown to the broeze
at'the masihoads and the nutionsl sslute
of twenty-one guns bogan to boom ouat,

At quarpnting the vesssls dropped an-
chor, and in a faw moments 4 cummaotion
wus visible on the Christine, Her barge
dropped into the water, sailors manned
the yards, and, to the actompaniment of
the national dalute, Infanta Bulalis and
parly stoppedinto the barge. The prin-
cuss’ private standard fottersd in her
bow aod the litkle uralt danced along to-
ward the Spenish warship, The pussago
was made in safetyand the gueast !or_mﬂf
received on the deck of the Infanta Iiabel,

This steamer Emmaons, londed with the
Bpanish societies of New York, salled
gaily aronnd the flest,y playing natiopal
Spupich alre. Meantinie the barge of the
Dalghln wis put afiost, and Conrmandor
Davis inspecinl full dréss nalform rowed
pver to the Isabel, He was immediately
estorted Lo the captuinls cabin, where
the infanta was lnstailed, nnd presanted
to the princess by the Sphnish minister.
The mesting was pleasint aud as dovold
of Iormaolity as soch meotings can b
Commandér Davis in a few well-chosen
words  welcomed the Infanta to
the United Stules in the pamo of
the president. The infanta responded
in simple and unafiected langusge expres-
sing great gratifleation at the opportunity
which was offered her. Then the Isabelin
turned ber prow up stream and pever
stopped till apnchor was dropped off the
Pannsylvania ruilroad dock in the North
rivir,

At o quarter to one o'plock the yards of
tho Isabelin wére manned agiain, and tha
Diolphin's barge shipped throngh water,
nod this time It returced freighied with
royalty, A chorus of whistles went up
from the near-by steam orait. The Dal-
phin’s guns boomed and from her main-
munsthead broke-oat n mogniflesnt silk
royal purplc sfandard, boaring in g-)id
the ¢rest of the infanta’s family. The
barge draw up sloogside and the infanta
was helped ogut by Livutemant Bamger.
The marines and sallors were drawn op
in nautionl nrray aud the officers stood
about  brilliant in full-dress uni-
forms. The infanta, oo reuchinf the
top gangway stopped and stood silently
for a minute Iooking il the seene; then a
smile of spprobation and pleasore lighted
up her face and she sxtonded her hand to
the nearest officer and for 4 feswr moments
engaged in an animsted conversition
with the naval contingant,

Commandep Davis soon led her away to
the salooy, where the rewnuninderol the
royal pnrly were made Eoown to the
Dolphin's officers and then the visitors
sat down lo an elaborath luncheon. More
than an hour was o¢cupied in the con-
samption of the repast and it was not nn-
ti1 2:45 o'clock that the royal visitors em-
barked agaln, this time in 4 tug and
steamad (or the Adams Express pior ad-
jolaing the Pennsylvanin railroud dook.
For the third tima the Dolphin’s guns
belehed forth twenty-one times and the
royal standard dropped. The party landed
and were taken directly to the tmin,
which pulled out from the depot at3:03 p,
m., amid the cheers of the spectators.
